The first was the ultimatum 
which was sent out of the executive office by 
Gov. Dunne. This was the Dunne ultimatum: 

Not a particle of the state patronage will 
be dispensed by me until the senatorial dead- 
lock is ended.“ 

The statement was made to the newspaper 
men who were received by Goy. Dunne this 
afternoon. The newe went through the 200 
job seekers who were jamming the outer 
offices and hastily reached the legislators in 
the committee rooms on the executive legis- 
lative floor. 

It was accepted generally as an ultimatum 
that the deadlock must be ended and on Mr. 
Dunne's own terms. 


Every State Job Included. 

Gov. Dunne went further to say that he 
means exactly what he says, and that his 
statement carries into it every job at the 
disposal of the goyernor. 

The case of Lawrence T. Sherman, who is 
anxious to quit as president of the state 
board of administration, was suggested to 
the governor. 

“Yee, that goes, too,” the governor 
Said. There will be no appointments made 
until the deadlock is broken 

Gov. Dunne followed this with the state- 
ment that he expects the deadlock to be bro- 
ken without delay. He stands, he saya, on 
his original proposition and that Col. James 
Hamilton Lewis must be elected for the long 
term. 

Time to Break Deadlock 

In their speeches in the caucus tonight the 
Republican leaders in both houses declared 
thet the time has come for the breaking of 
the senatorial deadiock without longer de- 
lay or parieying, if it cannot be broken with 
one combination, they will try it with an- 
other, and another until some solution is 
reached. 

While the joint conference was held behind 
carefully guarded doors, news of whet was 
going on inside became public from time to 


time. 
According to thie informetion, considerable 


Frenk M Bunch, who was president of the 
Chicago board of trade in 1012 and for the 
last six years an official of the exchange, was 
expelled from the board last night. The 
directors ousted him by an overwhelming 
yote at the conclusion of a sensational trial. 

President Ddward Andrew of the board 
said after the verdict of expulsion was an- 
nounced that the charge on which Mr. Bunch 
was found guilty was that of having taken 
trades for hie own or his firm's account, in- 
stead of executing them in the open market. 

On the charges alleging cross trading. 
“nipping,” and stealing he was found 
not guilty. Expulsion was the only penalty 
provided by the rules for the offense of which 
he was found guilty. 


Charges Made Month Ago. 

Charges on which Bunch was brought to 
trial were made about a month ago against 
both him and Mark Bates, president of W. 
G. Press & Co. At the request of the de- 
tendants separate trials were granted, Bunch 
being arraigned first. 

The charges Were that the defendante en- 
gaged in cross trading~—what is technically 
known as “ nipping and stealing *’~and that 
they did not execute orders in the open 
market. 

The charges involving two members of 
such prominence attracted the attention of 
all American grain markets. It came when 
the exchange was under fire on account of ite 
„all“ rule and when so much anti-option 
legislation was being proposed in different 
state legisjatures. 


One of Longest in Board History. 

The trial has been one Of the longest in the 
history of the exchange. The directors have 
held hearings since two weeks ago last Tues- 
day, with some evening sessions. 

All the evidence was in and the closing ad- 
dresses made at 9 o'clock last evening. The 
directors reached a decision in about an 
hour. 

The length of the trial was due to the mass 
of documentary evidence introduced, prin- 
cipally in the shape of thousands of trading 
cards, covering a period of about four years. 

Investigation of the books of Rumsey & 
Ce., of which Mr. Bunch was secretary until 
a few weeks ago, was started by John Hill 
Jr., it is understood, at the request of Capt. 
IL. P. Rumsey when Bunch desired to with- 
draw from the firm. 

As a result of the examination of the books 
and cards Hill med the charges against 
Bunch and Bates. 


Drops Race to Succeed Himself. 

When the investigation began Mr. Bunch 
still was president of the board It is re- 
ported the knowledge that his accounts were 
being examined caused him to withdraw asa 
candidate to succeed himpeif, although he 
had practically no opposition. 

The disagreement over business adjust- 
ments between Mr. Bunch and the other 
members of Rumeey & Co.—Capt. I. P. Rum- 
sey and Henry A. Rumsey—especially in re- 
gard to the division of the assets of the firm, 
is believed generally by board members to 
have started the trouble. 

The offense of which Mr. Bunch was con- 
victed is not considered as serious as the

Her letters are models of housewifery 
traits, deepening gradually’ into protesta- 
tions of love and often accompanied by a 
thousand paper kisses’ She was located at 
Quincy, III., in July, 1912. but most of her 
operations were from Cedar, Luther, Des 
Moines, and Boone. Ia. . 


Sent “Phony” Photographs. 

She would usually send a photograph, some- 
times of a young girl, to her victims and 
gecure their photo in return. In the case of 
Milton Carnahan, retired farmer of Bunch, 
Ia. who was 72 years old, she sent a picture 
of a girl hardly out of her teens, and in reply 
to his protestations that it would not be right 
for so old a man to tie up a girl's future she 
wrote: 

“ You just tell them people around there 
it's better to be an old man's darling than 
@ young man's slave, It's you and I to be 
pleased, not others. If you are satisfied I 
sure am. 

To J. L. Prater of Arlington, Tex.. she 
wrote for him to send $25 as soon as possible, 
adding The sooner the better for me. I 
nearly have your photo worn out kissing it

Berlin Savant Tells Canadians His Con- 
sumption Remedy Has Proved Effec- 
tive and Is Invariably Harmless. 


Otta wa. Ont., March 12—Dr. Friedrich F. 
Friedmann of Berlin discussed today before 
the Canadian Association for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis his treatment for tubercu- 
losis, the manner of its discovery, and the 
precautions he took to ineure its harmless- 
ness. 

He said he had spent twenty-three yearsin 
research work to find a tuberculin that was 
rot toxic and virulent, and, having found it. 
tried it first of all on himself. 

“I injected it into myself,“ he said, ‘““then 
into patients infected with tuberculosis, then 
into healthy childrenin tubercular surround- 
ings. I have found the remedy invariably 
harmless.”

Federal Jury Holds Officials of 
Mercantile Agency. 


DID NATION WIDE BUSINESS. 


Barr & Widen Company Members 
Must Face Trial 


Fourteen officials and employés of the Barr 
& Widen Mercantile agency were yesterday 
indicted by the fedéral grand jury. The 
defendants are charged with operating «a 
scheme to defraud by use of the mails. 

The alleged frauds, it was said, amount 
to between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000, and are 
the most extensive of their kind disclose d 
by the postoffice department. 

Many prominent corporations and business 
firms in Chicago and throughout the coun- 
try were swindled, it is alleged, by meang 
of a fake collection scheme. The list of men 
accused in the true bill is headed by Abram 
H. Preeman, head of the Chicago office of 
the concern, in the Heisen building. 

The others indieted are: Frederick I. 
Wendler, Charles F. Day, Joseph B. Fin- 
kelman, alias J. B. Fink; James T. Mine- 
hart, Robert B. Pender, Joseph C. Stevens, 
Arthur W. Parks, William W. Fellers, John 
D. Kaiser, Frederick V. Gordon, J. H. Wor- 
man, A. P. Cook, W. B. Sugg. 


Operated in Several Cities. 

The concern operated collection agencies in 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, and several 
eastern cities. It is charged by the govern- 
ment that the accused represented them- 
selves as being able to discover concealed 
assets of bankrupts and “silent partners.“ 
and thereby collect old debts. 

Among the concerns mentioned in the In- 
dictment as having been swindled by the 
agency are the Case & Martin Pie company, 
Stromberg Motor Device company, John 8. 
Benedict Lumber company, Western Casket 
company, and A. Magnus’ Sons company. 

The concern advertised and carried on an 
extensive correspondence through the mails. 
“ Realization charges, the agency's term 
for advance payments for service, were 
required in every instance. The victims, ac- 
cording to the government, in most instances 
nevér heard any more.

SUED FOR DIVORCE 


Wife Charges 32 Years of Cru- 
elty and More than 100 
Beatings in Bill. 


QUITS THEIR RESIDENCE. 


Asks Writ Restraining Wealthy 
Husband from Selling 


Property. 


“Sullen, abusive, vicious, violent,” are some 

of the terms used by Mrs. Anna E. Horton 
Sherlock in her bill for absolute divorce filed 
against her millionaire husband, James P. 
Sherlock, owner and president of the Illinois 
Nail company. The sult was filed yesterday 
and came as a surprise to Sherlock. They 
were married thirty-two years ago, and until 
yesterday morning both lived at 845 Belden 
avenue. 
Mrs. Sherlock charges her husband began 
to abuse her within a short time after their 
marriage and has continued to treat her 
cruelly throughout the intervening years 
until now, 

Attorneys Wayman and Marshall, who rep- 
resent Mrs. Sherlock, refused to discuss the 
case last night, but perusal of the bill dis- 
closed that Mrs. Sherlock further charges 
her husband with beating her two sons as 
well as herself. 

“Cruelly” is the term used to deseribe the 
way he is alleged to have beaten James P. 
Sherlock, Jr., and Lawrence Sherlock, their 
second son. No mention is made of any crue!- 
ty to the third child, Marguerite, who is 23 
years old, but Mrs. Sherlock avers she and 
her daughter were forced to buy their clothes 
on a monthly allowance of $12.50. 


Forced to Borrow Fare, She Says. 

Frequently, declares Mre. Sherlock, she 
was forced to borrow car fare from the serv- 
ants and was also compelled to feed a house- 
hold of eight persons on $15 a week. 

Characterizing him as a “ domineering and 
dictatorial master of the household,“ Mrs. 
Sheriock says that often the whole family ate 
ite meals in silence, she and the sons and 
daughter fearing to speak lest Mr. Sherlock 
indulge in a violent outburst of temper. 

On more than 100 occasions, she declares, 
he struck her in the face, either with his fist 
or his open hand, and she further says that 
he frequently choked her and used violent 
and abusive language. 

About a year ago Mrs. Lawrence Sherlock.

“One of your pledges in plain English 
means a pledge to further regulate or con- 
trol the sale of Uquor in connection with 
public dance halls, It is my deliberate judg- 
ment after a careful study of the report of 
the Chicago vice commission, supplemented 
by information gained from similar investi- 
gations in other cities, that lax supervision 
of public dance halls and the unrestricted 
sale of liquor in such places is one of the 
most serious evils that must be combated 
in the effort to stamp out or control the so- 
cial evil. 

“I would not restrict any form of amuse- 
ment, if it is proper, but any condition which 
carries with it, as its practical result, blasted 
lives and contributes to the army yearly re- 
cruitea to the vice world In Chicago must 
be dealt with by persistent and corrective 
means. I stand for the complete divorce of 
every connection, direct orindirect, between 
liquor traffic and the social evil, and if elected 
to the council I propose to take any proper 
action possible to bring this about.”

BIRTH OF CHILD EXPECTED. 


Sociologists and Others Criticise the 
Stand Taken in Case. 


New York, Marcp 12.~The New York board 
of education tonight denied the application 
of Mra. Katherine C. Edgell, a teacher, for 
4 ears leave of absence to bear a child. 
Her case, which has been pending for sev- 
eral weeks, enlisted the sympathy of only 
five members of the board—two of them 
women. 

Thirty-two members declared by their 
votes that the auties of a school mistress are 
incompatible with those of a housewife and 
mother. 

For purposes of study or for restoration of 
health a teacher may appeal for absence 
without pay, but bearing children is a topic 
not mentioned in the bylaws, declared those 
who rejected Mra Edgeil's appeal. The 
high schools committee last week ected favor 
ably on the-teacher’s request. 

Publication of Mrs. Edgell’s request 
aroused a storm of expressions of criticism 
and approval. 

Educators, clergymen, workers in women’s 
and children's welfare, and others partici- 
pated in a discussion as to whether a wom- 
ans teaching efficiency would be lessened 
by motherhood or her efficiency as a mother 
be handicapped by her position as a teacher. 


NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY LAW 
WILL BE ENFORCED AT ONCE. 


Postmaster General Burleson Refuses 
to Be Bound by Agreement’ of His 
Predecessor with Publishers. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—Unless the 
Supreme court restrains Postmaster Gen- 
era! Burleson from enforcing the newspaper 
publicity law, as it was asked to do yester- 
day, he will immediately do so regardless of 
an agreement by former Postmaster General 
Hitchcock to withhold action pending a de- 
termination of its constitutionality. Mr. Bur- 
leson so announced today. 

Final notices have been sent to a number 
of publishers that if they do not furnish the 
information required by law within ten days 
their publications will be denied admission 
to the mails. 

Approximately 91 per cent of the publi- 
cations affected have filed their reports with 
the postmaster general, and otherwise have 
complied with the law. The delinquents in- 
clude some of the daily newspapers in Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, 
and other cities. The number of publishers 
who have not filed their reports due last 
October is about 180. 

It was pointed out today, however, that 
Postmaster General Hitchcock before leaving 
office had on Feb. 28 decided to terminate 
the agreement and had order postmasters to 
call upon publishers to submit their reports.

FOR SELF-SUPPORTING WOMEN. 

The members of the Chicago chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Rovolution 
wisely take advantage of the present moment 
to direct attention to the effort now being 
made by the chapter, with the indorsement 
of the Chicago Woman's club, to obtain 
funds for the building of a hotel for Ohi- 
engo's self-supporting giris and women.”

A PLEDGE TO LATIN AMERICA. 

President Wilson in his statement of the 
American policy with regard to Latin Amer- 
ica has said precisely the right thing when 
such a statement with such authority was 
needed. It goes to the point es admirably 
as did the even more specific declaration 
of intent made by Elihu Root at Rio de 
Janeiro. It is more needed now than it 
was then. 

It speaks for the American nation, the 
purposes of which easily might be misread 
by Latins observing the aggressive march 
of American money upon their countries. It 
measures precisely with American ideals. It 
is particularly fortunate in the moment 
of its delivery, generally because it demon- 
strates the purpose of a new administration 
and specifically because it counteracts the 
evil effects of the fraud worked upon Sec- 
retary Bryan with regard to Mexico in the 
first moments of his service. 

That such a fraud should be attempted 
suggests the existence of something vicious 
in the department of state. To praise Am- 
bassador Wilson just at the time when his 
laboms, however admirably directed for the 
protection of American lives and interests, 
had provoked criticism was as ill advised 
a bit of hasty action as ever committed the 
state department on an important ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Bryan's confusion at finding himself 
the author of a document which seemed 
to promise, by juatified inference, the recog- 
nition of a military autocracy after the 
overthrow of a constitutional government 
must be sensibly relieved by the president's 
declaration, which also, by justified infer- 
ence, sets the administration right. 

“We can have no sympathy with those 
who seek to seize the power of government 
to advance their own persona! interests or 
ambition. We are the friends of peace, but 
we know there can be no lasting or stable 
peace in such circumstances.” 

That is a clear auswer to the charge that 
the American policy is to seek the estab- 
lishment of strong governments which need 
not be good governments so long as they 
recognize and protect the financial inter- 
ests of Americans. 

It is as plain a statement of the position 
of the new administration towards Mexico 
as it could have been had it been wise or 
necessary to name Huerta.

The Nationa) Tuberculosis association in 
1911 received reports on consumption condi- 
tions based on partial surveys. These re- 
ports were from 725 churches, baving a mem- 
bership of 300,000. The returns showed 
that 10.7 per cent of all deaths among church 
members is from consumption. 5 

St. George's church in New York main- 
tains a tuberculosis class and a night camp. 
It pays the expenses of two baby nurses. 

Ex-Mayor Seidel of Milwaukee says one 
Polish priest, through his church agencies, 
was able in 1911 to reduce the baby death 
rate of one ward 60 per cent.

INGROWING NAIL TREATMENT. 

J. R. H. writes: “I have been troubled 
with an ingrown nail for over a year. 
been to several chiropodists, but they do not 
seem to do me any good. I shall appreciate 
a little of your valuable advice, as I believe 
you can help me, as you have helped others.” 

REPLY. 

Shoes that press against the nall gradually push 
it te the side of the toe As the front end is more 
easily displaced than the root end the nail comes 
to run somewhat diagonally from the root toward 
the side of the toe. In some of the toes the flesh 
overlaps the nail at the side. In these toes tight 
shoes cause ingrowing naile. Im other toes they 
cause placement of the nails, but not ingrowing 
nelle. Ip the ight of these facta, what is to be 
done? 

1. Adjust the shoes so that they do not push the 
toenalls to aide. 

2. Use cottdm to lift the edge of the nail so that 
it rides above the bed along the side—the bed that 
the nall ie irritating and that it sometimes causes 
to be infected. Lifting the edge of the nail so that 
it no longer irritates cannot be done inaday. The 
corner can be lifted and a very small bit of cotton 
Inserted today, Tomorrow the pledget may be a 
bit larger. In the course of a month it may be 
materially larger. The nail has consumed months 
in swinging to the wrong position; months will be 
required to get it inte an unoffending position.

Had Wüllam received the letter t ie cer- 
tain that an arrangement between the two 
cousine and old time friends would have 
ensued, whereby Hanover would have en- 
tered the North German confederation und er 
the presidency of the ruler of Prussia as a 
sovereign federal state. 

This was what Bismarck wished to avert. 
He wanted Hanover annexed to Prussia as 
a mere Prussian province. So he prevented 
any understanding.

Tt was not until too late that William of 
Prussia learned, through his English daugh- 
ter-in-law, afterwards Empress Frederick, 
of the advances made to him by the blind 
king of Hanover, and which had been 
spurned without his authority or knowledge 
by Bismarck. 

King George, on receiving back his letter 
unopened, became intensely embittered 
against King William and inaugurated such 
steps to recover by force his throne from 
Prussia that gave Blemarck the excuse for 
the altogéther unwarrantable seigure of his 
great private fortune and that of Queen 
Mary, which were retained by Prussia until 
the present kaiser restored them to their 
son, the Crown Prince of Hanover and Duke 
of Cumberland, after the disgrace of Bis- 
marck, who made a boast of using the Income 
derived therefrom for bribing German and 
foreign newspapers, describing it as his 
“reptile fund,” the newapapers being of 
course the reptiles.

year around, and of course I get paid when 
I am Ul, and even one week's vacation, which 
is a very short time, when a girl has to keep 


on going from 6:30 a. m. to 6:30 p.m. This

Even $12 a week is a very small salary. 
Think of paying $4 to $% a week for board 
and room. Where are your dinner money, car- 
fare?

The songs 
of Schubert, Schumann, and Brahms have 
made German feeling and sentiment beloved 
of all the world. The melodies of Verdi and 
Puccini have made countless lovers of Italy. 
It is grateful to feel that Americans are find- 
ing expression in music for those inflections 
of sentiment and of sensibility which are char- 
acteristic of our habits of thought and our 
ideals of life. Mr. Carpenter's music is Amer- 
ican even in ite marked individuality. It re- 
fiects our nervous energy, but it shows also 
our delight in poetic beauty of on.

This music is differentiated from 
music of the present by its constant emphasis 
of the value of thematic ideas as opposed to 
mere sensuous effect. It makes use of existing 
forms but varies them constantly to meet the 
needs of individual expression. It employs the 
expanded‘ harmonic scheme common to most 
composers of the present, but in making the 
appeal of mere harmonic color subordinate and 
tributary to thematic expressiveness it sustains 
ite individuality. The dominant impulse is of 
the imagination. There is technical resource 
ample to carry the widest flights of fantasy to

“We can't teach religion in the public 
schools in Chicago, but there is nothing to 
hinder the teacher from exerting a personal 
influence in favor of purity.

Mary McDowell on Garbage and Graft. 


Chicago's method of \disposing of .sewage 
and garbage was arraigned by Miss Mary Mc- 
Dowell at the Hull House Woman's club yes- 
terday. Graft, incompetency, and politics are 
to blame, declared Miss McDowell. The city 
council and the sanitary board are responsi- 
ble for the conditions, she said. 

“If members of the sanitary board and the 
city council had the interests of the people at 
heart we would have the best system in the 
world,” she declared. “They spend enormous 
sums of money needlessly. The garbage dis- 
posal system is horrible. It is used for polit- 
ical patronage and the Officials are coining 
money from the blood of the babies born in 
the dump districts. 

“These politicians who control the garbage 
system get rich, and we know it, but what do 
we do to remedy conditions? 

“We can talk and protest forever, but as 
long as they do not have competent men to 
handle public affairs the deplorable conditions 
will exist. 

“TIT have visited the large cities of Europe 
and America studying the garbage question 
and I find none so bad as Chicago. The garbage 
system is not in the control of grafters in 
European cities. Men are in charge who have 
the public at heart. The districts where the 
workingmen live are as healthy as the districts 
of the wealthy. The sanitary board of Chicago 
has built costly sewers to drain Bubbly creek, 
but they are absolutely useless. They should 
close it up. 

“What we need in Chicago is honest office- 
holders who will spend the public money for 


the public good.”

Every 
cause demands one’s time and money, for there 
are always dues, assessments, and incidentals 
which do not seem much at the time but in the 
total amount to a considerable aum 

The. outlay of time in reality means money. 
In my own case it has been necessary for me 
of late, because of lack of time, to buy most of 
my clothing, underwear, Ste., ready made, which 
formerly I made myself at a reasonable cost 
and which lasted twice as long as the ready 
made articles. 

Numerous meetings of clubs and societies 
prevent me from giving the necessary time and 
study to the preparation of meals, wherein I 
realize a big saving is possible. In our family 
I am not the only culprit. Where heretofore 
my husband did most of the repairs around the 
house, now because of his various club, associa- 
tion, and society meetings he cannot find time 
and the result is that outside help has to be 
called in and paid. 

In my own knowledge there are many cases 
like ours—people in moderate circumstances, 
where the husband makes a salary from $160 to 
$250 a month and where it is almost impossible 
to profit by the many suggestions of saving 
simply because of lack of time to pay close at- 
tention to these matters. There is coming an 
awakening, I think, and people are beginning 
to realize that they will have to make this mat- 
ter of joining organizations indiscriminately a 
subject of deep study and thought; that it will 
be necessary to choose only the vital, impor- 
tant ones where the greatest mutual benefit 
will result, so that there will be no waste of 
time or money. As a result of our own study 
along these lines it has been possible for us of 
late to cut the cost of living to an appreciable 
degree.

two ounces of chopped sweet almonds. The 
dough is put together in the ordinary way and 
rolled out thin, An oblong piece of paper the 
size of the cake desired is laid on the rolled out 
dough, and a wheel which makes a crinkled 
edge is run around it to cut out the cake. A 
little slit about an inch long is made exactly in 
the middie lengthwise, and one end of the cake 
is folded through this. The cake is then cooked 
as any doughnut would be, in deep fat, 
drained on blotting paper.

“A correspondent wrote some time ago about 
washing feather pillows. I always wash mine 
that way, with best of results. Another sent in 
a recipe for home made crackers, which I tried 
but did not like as much as I did my own 
recipe. It is easy and can be made any time. 
You don’t have to wait until baking day: 

“HOME MADE CRACKERS—Sixteen cups of 
flour (before sifting), one and one-half cups of 
lard (be generous and don't skimp), two spoons 
of baking powder, two spoons of salt. Water 
enough to make a stiff dough. Pound with a 
mallet or rolling pin for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. Roll out real thin, cut out, and prick with 
a fork. Bake in a quick oven till a light brown. 

“GRAHAM CRACKERS—One quart of gra- 
ham flour, one pint of white flour, one teaspoon 
of salt, one-half cup of shortening. Water 
enough to work stiff. Roll out and cut with a 
cutter. Prick with a fork. I sometimes add a
